PARIS. Nov. 17 — Senator 
Henry M. Jackson 'urged here 
today that member nations of 
the 'North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization cooperate to. send 
tip a sat^te for peaceful outer- 
space research by IMO. 

The Washington Democrat 
made the proposal on the open- 
ing day of the fourth annual' 
conference of members of North 
AtUntte parliaments. Legisla- 
tors from fifteen member coun-| 
trtes are meeting here this week' 
to discuss military, economic, 
cultural, political and acientific. 
aspects of the a;Uance.

The United States Senator 
was presenting a report of the 
conference's Scientific and. 
Technical Committee, of which' 
he is cnaiitnan, when he pro- 
posed launching of a research 
satellite "bearing the emblem, 
of hte Atlantic community and! 
circling the earth by 1060. j 

Joint Program Advocated 

While the committee report 
did not specifically mention 
lanuehing of a satellite it didi 
recommend that the Atlantic, 
alliance undertake a coopera-' 
tive scientific and technical 
prorgam in the upper atmo-;

Jackson said. "The obviously 
desirable solution is to estab- 
lish a mechanism for pooling 
the talenta of all our fifteen 
nationa" 

After asserting that the satel- 
lite should “combine the best 
ideas of our entire scientific 
commtinity,*' the Senator de- 
clared that it "could be sent 
into space with a launching 
vehicle supplied by a nation 
possessing a major missile pro- 
gram,'* which everyone present 
took to mean the United States. 

Besides upper atmosphere and 
space,' the committee report 
urged the Atlantic alUance to 
gtvb particular attention to co- 
operative programs In materials j 
research, especially in basic! 
and applied metallurgy, and 
oceanography. 

' The committee also recom- 
mended that the new NATO sci- 
ence fellowship budget be in- 
creased from 64,000,000 to 
66,000,000 annually when the 
progrim is in full operation and 
that the alliance’s Science Ad- 
visory Committee give high 
priority to formulation of basic 
loogrrange policy to guide re- 
search and development efforts. 

The first day of the leglsaltibrs’ 
conference opened with a brief- 
ing by Gen. Lauris Norstand. 
Supreme Allied Commander in 
Europe. The general told the 
confereode that steady progress 
was being made in building up 
the alliance's atomic stock- 
piling program. 

General Norstad also re- 
ported on the equipping of Al- 
lied forces in Euro]^ with "bat- 
tlefield - type" missile and 
rockets, weeks t^o the su- 
preme commander disclosed at 
a news conference that the
